Consumer Product Safety Commission 
announces recall of Star Wars toys 


In cooperation with the U.S 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission (CPSC), Hasbro Inc 
of Pawtucket, R.I., is voluntarily 
recalling about 618,000 Star Wars 
Lightsaber toys for repair. The 
spring in the battery compartments 
of these 
toys can 
dislodge, 
causing the 
batteries to 
overheat or 
rupture. 
This can 
cause burns to consumers 

Hasbro has received 38 reports of 
Lightsaber batteries overheating, 
including six reports of batteries 
rupturing. There are three reports of 
minor burns toconsumers, and one 
consumer reported experiencing 
eye irritation. 

There are two models of 
Lightsaber toys involved in this 
recall. The Darth MaulTM Double 
Bladed Lightsaber has retractable 
red plastic “light blades” on both 
sides of a metallic-gray hand grip 
When the blades are fully extended, 
the toy is 5 feet long. The Qui-Gon 
JinnTM Lightsaber has a single 
retractable “light blade’ made of 
green plastic that extends from a 
metallic-gray hand grip to about 3

The tests are the Stanford 
Achievement Series combined with 
Otis-Lennon School Ability 
fest, and the scores are used as a 
guide or “measuring stick” as to 
how well the schools are doing in

Bowden told board members that 
in grades three, five, six, seven and 
nine, there improvement 
over last year’s scores, but in three 
grades - four, eight and eleven 
there was a slight drop. 

He said all grades, with the excep 
tion of grade 10, scored at or above 
the national average. Tenth grade 
students’ overall score was only

Statewide, the Coffee County 
School System was ranked 19th 
(tied with 6 other schools and/or 
systems)with and average SAT score 
of 57. The highest SAT test score 
average in the state was 86 
(Mountain Brook) and the lowest 
was 31 (Lowndes County). 

The administration will study the 
tests results and make any changes 
that they feel will produce better 
results on next year’s test scores. 

Turning to other matters of busi- 
ness, the board amended the budget 
to reflect an increase in health insur- 
ance rates and added costs to cover 
an additional two annual in-service 
days for teachers.

experience with numerous 


Cherokee craftspeople and lectur 
ers 

The village tour transports visi 
tors to the mid- 1750s and along the 
winding trails numerous shelters 
reveal Cherokee people expertly 
demonstrating their chosen craft 

Women shape special clay into 
pottery of many sizes, shapes, and 
designs: river cane is naturally dyed 
and intricately woven into baskets, 
each a geometric masterpiece; 
arrowheads are chipped as the 
Indians have done for untold cen- 
turies; and blowguns aredemon- 
strated with uncanny accuracy. 

Blocks of wood become a cere- 
monial mask; strands of yarn 
become fascinatingly interwoven 
to produce. belts; and visitors 
become educated about the “sweat 
house”. 

Lectures are given at two Village 
locations- the Ceremonial Grounds 
and the Council House. At the 
Ceremonial Grounds, guides give 
detailed information about dances, 
masks, rattles, feathers, purpose of 
the grounds and other important 
facets of this part of Cherokee life. 

Cherokee government, Council 
House design, treaties, territories, 
language, and other non-ceremonial 
topics are presented by a Cherokee 
guide inside the Council House.

Cherokee Historical Association 
which has founded in the late 1940s 
and has been an) important part of 
both preserving and presenting 
Cherokee history and culture 
Interest in Native Americans by 
non-Indians has been reflected in 
the Villaye’s attendance growth 
during the past few years, 

Adjacent to the Village is the 
mile-long Nature Trail that provides 
visitors the opportunity to walk 
through the woods and see a variety 
of trees, plants and flowers indige- 
nous to the western North Carolina 
area, There is no entrance fee to 
walk the trail. Photo opportunities 
abound along the walk. 

Many visitors confuse the 
Cherokee Indian Reservation and 
the Oconaluftee 

Indian Village. The Reservation 
contains 56,000 acres and is home 
to nearly 12,000 members of the 
Eastern Band of the Cherokee 
Indians. Resérvation lands and 
highways entering the Reservation 
are always open while the Village is 
a cultural attraction that is open 
from mid-May through the latter 
part of October.

Constitution. The end result will be 
permanent flag protection. 

While many say that a 
Constitutional amendment protect- 
ing the American flag would 
infringe upon a citizen's right to 
free expression, it must be made 
clear that the Constitution doesn’t 
give blanket approval to all forms 
of speech. For example, if the law 
can limit speech based on obsceni- 
ty, libel or perjury, then most cer- 
tainly it should also prevent some- 
one from burning, trampling or uri- 
nating on an American flag. 

The groundswell of support for 
the flag protection amendment has 
been, to say the least, impressive 
To date, 49° state legislatures, 
including Alabama's have adopted 
resolutions asking Congress to pass 
the flag protection amendment and 
to send it to the states for ratifica- 
tion, 

Nearly 100 national organiza- 
lions representing a broad range of 
military, fraternal, civic, minority, 
business and labor groups haye also 
joined the movement to protect the 
flag. And, add to that polls show 
that nearly 80 percent of all 
Americans support the flag protec- 
tion amendment.

America’s active duty service mem- 
bers, our veterans, and all patriotic 
Americans in calling for swift pro-

Men Who Paid Freedom's Price 


Greater love has no one than this, that he lay down his life for his 
friends.” (John 15:13) 

On July 4, 1776, there was signed in the City of Philadelphia, one of 
America’s historic documents: the Declaration of Independence, It marked 
the birth of this nation which, under God, was destined for world leader 
ship 

We often forget that, in declaring independence from an earthly power, 
our forefathers made a forthright declaration of dependence upon Almighty 
God. The closing words of this document solemnly declare 

“With a firm reliance on the protection of Divine Providence, we mutu 
ally pledge to each other our lives, our fortunes, and our sacred honor.” 

The fifty-six courageous men who signed that document understood that 
this was not just high-sounding rhetoric, They knew that if they succeed 
ed, the best they could expect would be years of hardship in a struggling 
new nation, If they lost, they would face a hangman's noose as traitors 

Of the fifty-six signers, few were long to survive, Five were captured by 
the British and tortured before they died. Twelve had their home, from 
Rhode Island to Charleston, sacked, looted, occupied by the enemy ot 
burned. Two lost their sons in the army. One had two sons captured, Nine 
of the fifty-six died in the war, from hardships or from its bullets, 

Whatever ideas you have of the men who met that hot summer in 
Philadelphia, it is important that we remember certain facts about the men 
who made this pledge: they were not poor men, or wild-eyed pirates. They 
were men of means; rich men, most of them, who enjoyed much ease and 
luxury in their personal lives. These were not hungry men, but prosperous 
men, wealthy landowners, who were substantially secure in their prosper- 
ty and respected in their communities. 

These men however, considered liberty much more important than the 
security they enjoyed, and they pledged their lives, their fortunes, and their 
sacred honor. They fulfilled their pledge. They paid the price and freedom 
was won. 

Someone has said, “To be born free is a privilege. To die free is an awe- 
some responsibility.” Yet freedom is never free. It is always purchased at 
great cost. Little did John Adams know how significant his words would 
be when he spoke to his wife, Abigail, on the passing of the Declaration of 
Independence and said, “I am well aware of the toil, and blood, and trea- 
sure, that it will cost to maintain this declaration, and support and defend 
these states; yet through all the gloom | can see the rays of light and glory. 
I can see the end is worth more than all the means.” 

To those who sacrificed for our freedom, the end was worth the painful 
means. Where would we, who are citizens of the United States of America,

Charcoal Grill Safety Tips 
Each year, there are about 20 
deaths from carbon monoxide (CO) 
potsoning and more than 300 emer- 
gency room treated injuries from 
CO poisoning resulting from char- 
coal grills. Charcoal produces CO 
when burned. CO is a colorless, 
odorless gas that can accumulate to 
toxic levels in closed environments. 
To reduce these CO poisonings, 
CPSC is offering the following safe- 
ty Ups 
Never burn charcoal inside of 
homes, Vehicles, tents, or campers. 


Charcoal should never be used 
indoors, even if ventilation is pro 
vided 

Since charcoal produces CO until 
the charcoal is completely extin 
guished, do not store the grill 
indoors with freshly used coals 


Gas Grill Safety Tips 

Liquid petroleum (LP) gas of 
propane, in gas grills, is 
extremely flammable. Each year 
more than S500 fires occur when 
people use gas grills and about 20 
people 

are injured as a result of gas grill 
fires and explosions. Many of these 
fires and explosions occur when 
consumers first use a grill that has 
been left idle for a period of 

time or just after refilling and 
reattaching the grill’s gas container 


used 


To reduce these risks, consumers 
should: 

Check the tubes that lead into the 
burner for any blockage from 
insects, spiders, or food grease. Use 
a pipe cleaner or wire to clear block- 
age and push it through to the 
main part of the burner. 

» Check grill hoses for cracking, 
brittleness, holes, and leaks. Make 
sure there are no sharp bends ih the 
hose or tubing. 

- Move gas hoses as far away as 
possible from hot surfaces and drip- 
ping hot grease. If you can’t move 
the hoses, install a heat shield to 
protect them. 

‘ Replace scratched or nicked con- 
nectors, which can eventually leak 
gas. 


If you detect a gas leak, immedi 
ately turn off the gas at the tank and 
don't attempt to light the grill until 
the leak is fixed 

Keep lighted cigarettes, matches, 
or open flames away from a leaking 
grill 

Never use a grill indoors, Use the 
grill at least 10 feet away from any 
building, Do not use the grill in a 
garage, carport, porch, or under a 
surface that can catch fire 

When lighting the grill, keep the 
top open. If the grill does not light 
in first several attempts, wait 5 min- 
utes to allow gas to dissipate. 

Never attempt to repair the tank 
valve or the appliance yourself. See 
an LP gas dealer or a qualified 
appliance repair person, 

Consumers should use caution 
When storing LP gas containers. 
Always keep containers upright. 
Never store a spare gas container 
under or near the grill. Never store a 
full container indoors. Never store 
or use flammable liquids, like gaso- 
line, near the grill. 

To avoid incidents while transport- 
ing LP gas containers, consumers 
should transport the container in a 
secure, upright position. Never keep 
4 filled container in a hot car or car 
trunk. Heat will cause the gas pres- 
Sure to increase, causing the relief 
valve to open and allowing gas to 
escape. 

CPSC worked with the industry 
to develop a new voluntary standard 
to prevent LP gas leaks. Grills meet- 
ing this standard will shut them- 
selves off if a gas leak occurs. 


Safety Commission and retail stores announce swimming 
pool Dive Stick recall because of risk to children 


The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC) and 
15 firms are announcing the 
recall of more than 19 million 
dive sticks used in swimming 
pools. In shallow water, children 
can fall or land on a dive stick 
and sutfer rectal or vaginal 
impalement. Facial and eye 
injuries also are possible when 
children attempt to retrieve the 
sticks under water. According to 
CPSC Chairman Ann Brown, 
these dives sticks are dangerous 
and should not be used. 

CPSC knows of six impale- 
ment injuries and 
one facial injury to 
children 6 to 9 
years old. Although 
the number of 
reported incidents 
is relatively low, the 
severity of the 
injuries that have 
occurred is very 
Significant. Three 
of the children suf- 
rectal and 
three suffered vaginal impale- 
ments from dive sticks placed in 
backyard pools or, in one case, a 
hot tub. In four of the six inci-

When dropped into water, the 
dive sticks sink to the bottom of a 
pool and stand upright so that 
children can swim or dive down 
and retrieve them. The cylinder- 
shaped plastic sticks measure 


about 4 to 8 inches long and 
about | inch or less in diameter. 
The shark-shaped plastic sticks 
measure about 7 inches long and 


have an egg-shaped bottom. The 
sticks come in a variety of colors. 
Most are packaged in kits of three 
to Six sticks, and some are pack- 
aged with other pool diving 
games. 

These dive sticks have been 
sold at grocery, drug, pool and 
discount department stores 
nationwide for about $4 to $7 per 
set under numerous brand names, 
most of which do not appear on 
the dive stick itself. Consumers 
should stop using dive sticks 
immediately and throw them out. 

Depending on the sticks 

owned, consumers can 
receive a refund, replace- 
nent or repair.
